What To Do With the Contacts 
Contacts in the home are the’ per- 
sons who have never had the disease. 

1. Adults may come and go as 
usual. 

2.. Children known to be immune 
by having had their case reported in 
the records of the local health officer, 
same as adults. 

3. Children not known to be 
mune must be excluded from 
publie places for the same period as 
the child in isolation. 

Who has the reporting to do? The 
heads of families where the case is 
suspected. 

All cases or suspected cases of com- 
municable disease must be reported 
immediately to the local health of- 
ficer, Mr. Julius Nelson for Grayling. 

The Health Center has pamphlets 
concerning the communicable diseases 
and they.can be found by any person 
stepping inside the office at any time. 
They will be in the cupboards which 
are not locked. ere are other good 
up-to-date reading material. concern- 
ing health at the Health Center.
